Clinton 
wanted the money specifically 
5 Qt aside for hiring 100,000 
teachers: Republicans wanted 
local offidals to choose how to 
spend it and wanted money set 
aside for spedal education teach- 


In separate meetings among top 
House Republicans and 
Democrats, leadem of each party 
said Clinton would probably not 
achieve his demand for about $1 


billion a year to help local govern- 
ments build and repair spools, 
said one parddpant in each meet- 
ing who spoke on. condition of 
anonymity. 

Democrats also wanted to 
require most federal workers’ 
health plans to cover prescription 
comraccptivcs, but Republicans 
wanted to let insurers opt out if 
they had moral objections. And 
Clinton — joined by Senate 
Minori^ Leader Tom Daschle, D- 
SJ). — was continuing to insist on 
billions of dollars more for fann- 
ers reeling under plummeting 
crop prices.

5 men win Nobel Prizes for 
scientific resear ch done in U. S. 


Five scientists in the United 
States won Nobel Prizes in 
physics and chemistry Tuesday 
lor.unlocldng the strange behav- 
ior of subatomic partides in ways 
- that someday be harnessed- - • 
to make faster electronics and 
design new drugs via computer. 

Both prizes, owacded in R 
Stockholm by the Royal Swedish i 
Academy of Sdenccs, reward the ' I 
scientists for research done as I 
much os three decades ogo. | 

' Robert B. Laughlin of Stanford 
University, Horst L. Stormer of - 
Columbia University and Daniel 
C. Tsui of Princeton University 
won the p liysks ptire f or dis c e veav— - 
ing how electrons can change 
b^vior and act more like fluid 
than particles. 

“The first time I sow it was just j. 
mind blowing." Stormer said. But 
he added, “.Ifad someone, stood ^ 

behind roe and said, 'This is a ^ 

Nobel Prize,’ I would have ^ 

laujdied in his face." . 

Walter Kohn of the University 
of California at Santa Barbara and " 
John Pople of Northwestern 
Universuy were awarded the 
chemistry prize for developing 
ways of anal^ng molecules in ^ 

dimical reactions. , 

The prize in each category is 
worth $978,000. The vrinners will 
share the money. *

Kohn, who was bom in Vienna, 
Austria, and has taught at U.S. 
institutions since 1950, wits dted 
for developing during ^e 196^ o 
simplified way of describing 
mathematically the bonds 
between atoms in a moledile. 

This has enabled scientists to 
study large molecules that previ- 
eusly were too complex and 
UDwiddy to understand.

West's discai^ was a huge disap- 
pointment. South could no longer 
avoid losing two trump tricks, and 
the slam' went down one. It would 
have gone two down had the club 
rinesse lost 

South had an obvious blind 
-spot What was it he couldn’t see? “ 

South-should ti 7 the club fi- 
nesse at trick two. If South has 
only one Inimp loser, he will have 
to take the club finesse anyway. 
However, if he first discovers he 
has no club loser. It will affect his 
play in trumps. 

Had the club finesse lost South 
• would have had to ri.sk the trump 
finesse and go down with reason. 
However, when the club finesse 
win.s, South has a safer way to 
play trumps. 

Instead of finessing to dum- 
my's jack. South should cash 
dummy's aec and then lead a sec- 
ond trump to dummy's jack. This 
safely play guarantees only one 
trump loser against any 3-2 break, 
or whenever cither opponent 
holds Q-IO-x-x

Four victories or two majors? 

Does a record S14 millioti. tlie 
lowest scoring average and the 
most PGA Tour viaorics stand o 
chance against someone who has 
I green jacket in his closet and a 
claret jug in the trophy case? 

Back in July, when Mark 
O’Meara beat back the winds of 
Roval Birkdale and a spirited 
challenge from Brian Watts to 
win the British Open, he 
appeared to be a lock to win the 
PGA Tour pbycr of the year. 

Having won the Masters with a 
birdie on the “2nd hole, the 41- 
year-old O'Meara became only 
the fifth player in the last 25 
years to win tv,-o majors in a year, 
and the oldest player to accom- 
plish a double major. 

If that wasn’t enough, he Uircai- 
cned to become the first player 
since Ben Hogan in 1953 to win 
thm majors in a one year until 
he was derailed by ihrm straight 
bogeys in the final round and fin- 
ished fourth in the PGA 
Qumptonship. 

But golf doesn’t begin in April 
at Augusta, nor does it end in 
August in the PGA 
Qi^pionship. 

And David Duval has proven to 
be a man for all scason.v 
He won in Tucson in the winter 
and added his second viaoty, the 
Shell Houston Open, in the 
spring. In the summer, he became 
only the third player since 1982 to 
win three limes in con.sccutivc 
years by taking the World Scries 
of Golf. 

And the fall? Well, he is Mr. 
October. 

.-DuvaL who won his last three 
tournaments in 1997, returned to 
the site of the first one and won 
the Michelob Championship last 
week. 

It was his fourth victory of the 

e ar and his seventh in a span of

Nicklaus is not considered the 
greatest player ever because he 
won 70 tunes on tour, but because 
he won 18 majors. Faldo sought 
out David Lcadbetter for a swing 
to withoand the Sunday pressure 
of the British Open, not the 
Peugeot Open. 

Success in golf is measured 
only by winning, Greatness is 
measured by majors. 

“They are what I’m striving 
for,” Duval said. “They’re what 
Mark O’Meara was striving for, 
they’re i^at Tiger Woods, Greg 
Norman, everybody is striving 
for." 

And they are not easy to win. 
Until O’Meara won the British 
Open, the previous 15 majors had 
been won by 15 players. 

The PGA of Ammica rccognixes 
this feat in their player of the 
year award, which is based on 
points and dates to 1948. 

Majors are worth 30 points, the 
World Series and Players 
Championship are worth 20 each, 
and all other tournaments count 
10 points. As many as 20 points

If 
there arc buried tree roots, yes, 
they are feeding these growths.

Remember to 
water deeply (never 1S30 minute 
sprinklings) and only in early 
morning so the grass con dry out 
before nightfall, and hold up on 
the nitrogen for n couple of years.
